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4 ‘United States Supreme Court Delivers Opinion De- 


: caring Invalid Statute Respecting Bribery of Per- 
sons Protected by 15th Amendment. 


Washington. May 4—The United States 
supreme court in an opinion by Justice 
g Brewer today delivered a ruling in the 
ease of United States Marshal James, of 
E Kentucky. versus Henry Bowman, §in- 
© yolving the validity of section 5607 of the 
 geyised statutes respecting the bribery of 
persons protected by the fifteenth amené- 
' ment. The opinion affirmed the decision 
| of the United States district court for the 
| western district of Kentucky, declaring 
| that statute unconstitutional. 

' Bowman was indicted for bribing negro 
' yoters in cennection with the congres- 
gional election in the fifth congressional 
} @istrict of Kentucky in the election of 
- @. Being arrested he sued out a writ 

of habeas corpus on the ground that the 
- statute was in contravention of the fed- 
| eral constitution. The district court 
thereupon discharged Bowman and the 
' government brought the case to the su- 
| preme court, which affirmed the opinion. 


Statute Not Constitutional. 

Justice Brewer said that if the consti- 

' tutionality of the section in question 
» could not be sustained the indictment 
’ must fail, and referring to the statute 
' he said: : | 
“On its face the section purports to be 
an exercise of the power granted to con- 
gress by the fifteenth amendment, for it 

| declares a punishment upon any one who 
by means of bribery prevents another to 

| whom the right of suffrage is guaranteed

Said that it does not question the power

At the same time it is 
all important that a’ criminal statute 
should define clearly the offense which it 
Purports to punish, and when so defined, 
itsshould be’ within the limits of the pow- 
er of the legislative body enacting it. 
Gongress has no power to,punish bribery 
at all elections. The limit of its power 
are in respect to elections in which the 
nation.is directly interested or in which 
some mandate of the national constitu- 
tion is disobeyed, and the <ourtts de not 
at liberty to take a criminal statute.

Purdie AccidentallyShot 
and Killed. 


While hunting rabbits yesterday after- 
noon about 3:30 o’clock in the rear of 
Druid Circle, Inman Park, George Purdie, 
10 years of age, of 100 Hale street, was 
accidentally shot and killed by a play- 
mate and companion, Clyde ‘Walters, 12 
years of age, of 23 Ashland avenue. 

The shooting was done with a parlor 
rifie, and the. fatal bullet was a small 
22-calibre, long. The ball .passed through 
the Tight arm and, penetrating the body, 
went through the lungs and’ lodgea on 
the left side. Death was almost instan- 
taneous. 

‘The two boys were schoolmates, close 
neighbors and warm personal friends, 
and the tragedy that has cast a gloom 
over two homes ‘has almost prostrated 
the Walters youth. . After realizing .the 
extent of the accident the child cried bit- 
terly and was almost hysterical .in his 
grief. Both families are satisfted that 
the killing was purely accidental, and 
no legal steps will be taken in the matter. 

The two boys both attended the Edge- 
wood avenue public school and after go- 
ing home yesterday’ afternoon decided 
to hunt rabbits in a clump of woods in 
the rear of Druid Circle. The Walters 
boy procured the parlor rifie, which be- 
longs to his elder brother, and the two 
youths proceeded gleefully to the woods. 

After hunting awhile the boys jumped 
a rabbit an@ Walters quickly prepared 
to shoot. He raised the rifle to his shoul- 
der, cocked it, and was just in the act 
of firing when Purdie started to run in 
front of the gun and accidentally struck 
the end of the barrel. The jar caused 
the gun to be exploded and at the report 
Purdie fell to the ground, with. blood 
spurting from a bullet hole in his body. 

Young Walters instantly threw down 
the rifle and, rushing to his comrade, 
tried to‘ pick him up. The body -was 
limp, however, and the little fellow soon 
breathed his last. 

A negro woman, who is a rurse at the 
home of Charlie Winship, on Edgewood 
avenue, was the only eye-witness to the 
tragedy. She was out walking with a 
little child at the time, and, hearing 
the report,’ looked in the direction of 
the boys and saw Purdie fall. The police 


station was notified of the kiiling. and’ 


Call Officer Charlie Martin and Police- 
man Fleming visited the scene. After a 
thorough investigation and after talking 
with both families the officers decided to 
make no arrest. 

The dead boy is the only son of George 
W. Purdie, of the Bennett Printing Com- 
pany. Walters is @ son of James D. 
Walters, a carpenter. Both families have 
fhe sympathy of hosts of friends. 
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SAVED FROM SINKING SHIP. 


Crew of the Bark Record Rescued by 
the Victorian. 


New York, May 4.—Captain J. O. Jo- 
hanssen ang the crew of fourteen men of 
the Norwegian bark Record, of Pors- 
grund, Norway, which’ sailed from Da- 
rien, Ga., on April 14 bound to Fleetwood 
with a cargo of lumber, was brought to 
port tonight on the White Star steamer 
Victorian, from Liverpool. 

On April 29, when the Victorian was 
five days out from Liverpool and ‘in lati- 
tude 46.13 degrees north, longitude 37.09 
degrees west, the Record, with her fore- 
mast gone and mainsail and maintopsaii 
loose, was sighted. There was no sign oi 
life aboard the derelict. 

At 7:15 p. m. on the same day, six hours 
later, the French fishing brigantine Prin- 
temps of Redon, flying distress signals, 
was sighted. Captain‘ Cavin, of the Vic- 
torian, sent a boat alongside the brigan- 
tine. It was found that she had aboard 
the crew of tie Record, which had been 
taken off when the vessel was in a sink- 
ing condition on April 2.

Policémen Coker and Hanna, who had 
been called in, went to the woman's 
housé, and when they arrived they saw 
Dueese hide something behind him. Upon 
searching, they found that it was a large 
pistol. They took it away from him 
and have it’ now. He was placed under 
arrest and carried to the station. 

The prisoner lives at 21 Welborn street, 
West End. He denies his guilt.

J, By Marcum, Kentucky At- 
Torey, Shot to Death, 


Victim Standing in the Main Hall of 
the Court House and Was Shot 
from Behind—Tragedy Due 
to the Cockrill-Har- 
gis Feud. 


Lexington. Ky., May 4.—Just after he 
had finished filing papers, reopening the 
contested election cases of Breathitt coun- 
ty.. Hon. James B. Marcum was shot and 
killed by an unknown assassin. He fell 
m his tracks in the front entrance of the 
court house at Jackson, Ky., and never 
spoke, death being almost instantaneous. 
He fell within a few yards of where Town 
Marshal James Cockrell was shot down 
in July. the assassin being stationed in 
ine court house in each instance. 

Marcum was counsel for the fusionists, 
who are contesting for the offices of coun- 
iy judge, sheriff and other places now 
held by the democrats. 
| As a result of his efforts and his sym- 
pathy with the Cockrell faction in the 
Hargis-Cockrell feud he had for a year 
+been generally regarded as a “marked 
man.’ Various plots to assassinate him 
have been reported and sworn to affida- 
vits. For seventy-two days last fall he 
Was a prisoner in his own home, daring 
not even to go out on his porch. The bit- 
terness of the feud somewhat abated, 
however, and the election cases were al- 
lowed to sleep until Monday. 

Despite warnings,. Marcum fell safe in 
resuming his interrupted practice some 
time ago and felt secure in filing a mo- 
tion to reopen the cases which had im- 
periled his life months before. 

At 8 o'clock this morning he went to the 
court house at Jackson and the papers 
were filed. He walked from the clerk's 
office to the front door of the court house 
facing the street and engaged in conversa- 
tion with Benjamin Ewing, a friend. The 
corridor stretching out to his back was 
full of men. Ewing was haif leaning on 
‘Marcum’s shoulder. The men had been 
talking about three minutes and it was 
8:30 o'clock when the shot-rang out im the 
rear of. the corridor, 

Marcum staggered and as he sank to 
the floor another shot was fired. The 
first bullet entered the back to the right 
of the spitat column and pessing.through 
ing him. The next shot passed ‘through 
the top of his head and was aimed as 
ne reeled. 

The shots appeared to come from a 
uoorway or possibly from behind a door 
in thé’ corridor, but as the passage was 
quickiy cleared amid great confusion no 
one seemed = able to 
where the assassin ‘was located. 

A télegram from County Judge Harris, 
received at 8:30 o’clock tonight, states 
that the assassin is still unknown, after 
a diligent search, and no arrests have 
as yet been made, even on suspicion. 
Marcum’s ‘body lay for ten minutes un- 
touched. Even his friends feared to ap- 


proach the place. 
the body. It was finally picked up by 
friends and carried to a drug store op- 
posite and from there taken home. Some 
say they saw the assassin run out of the 
rear door and it seems certain that he 
made his escape that way during the 
confusion. It is generally believ that 
the assassin was recognized by some peo- 
ple, but no one has thus far had the 
courage to name him, though this ques- 
tion is on every one’s lips. 

Marcum’ was a trustee of the Kentucky 
state college, United States commissioner 
of his district, and represented the Lex- 
ington and Eastern ralroad and other 
large corporations. He had practiced 
law in Breathitt county for. seventeen 
years. He had avoided feuds and wntil 
he took charge of the election cases, 
which involved the Hargis faction, had 
been a friend of members of both fac- 
tions. For three months, beginning last 
July, he did not leave his home, and 
after that for months was always accom- 
panied by his wife and women friends 
or carried one of his children with him 
for protection. 

The funeral] will take place in. Mount 
Sterling, probably on Wednesday.

Major Warren left the capitol at 1 
oO clock as usuaf and started for his iome- 
for digner. He transferred from the city 
car to the Decatur line, as has been his 
custem for a long. time, and leaving the 
car near his home, started across the 
railroad track. Major Warren's home is 
on the.Opposite side of the car track from 
the car line, which necessitated his cross- 
ing the track to reach it, and this he 
had been in the habit of doing almost 
every day for years. 

About two years ago Major Warren suf- 
fered an apoplectic stroke from which 
he nevér entirely recovered, and which 
s0 seriously affected his gait that he waa 
not able to walk without difficulty. As 
he started slowly across the track the 
train suddenly appeared, and though he 
made every effort to get out of the way, 
the’ train was upon him so quickly that 
it was impossible. In his effort to reach 


}safety he stumbled and in the next mo- 


ment the’ engine struck him, 
him under the wheels for a distance of 
severa] hundred yards. 

Major Warten’s death must have been 
practically instantaneous. Almost the 
moment he was struck the wheels passed 
over his body, which was crushed and 
mutilated beyond recognition. The arms. 
were severed, the body cut in two and 
the head ground and mashed under the 
wheels. The fragments were gathered up 
and brought into the city in the baggage 
car, from which they were sent to the 
undertaking establishment of Swift & 
Myers to be prepared for burial. 

Accident a Horrible One. 

The death of Major Warren wads truly 
terrible and tragic. His daughter, who 
witnessed it, fell in a faint as she saw 
the train strike her father. and her con- 
dition became so serious as to demand 
the services’ of a physician. 

Engineer J. T. Norton was at the throt- 
tle of the locomotive, but found it im- 
possibic to stop his engine in time toe 
prevent the awful tragedy. 

“It was the most terrible feeling 1 have 
ever experienced,” Mr. Norton said, “to 
see a friend of twenty-five vears’ stand- 
ing there on the track and knowing 1 
was powerless to prevent his death. I 
have known and admired Major Warren 
for years, and there is nothing I would 
not have done to prevent any harm com- 
ing to him. It was out of my . power 
to stop the engine. I tel] you it Is icr- 
rible to think of.” 

There were severa] people near at hand 
who witnesred the accident and rushed 
up ase the train stopped, but morta! aid 
was powerless then to do anything but 
to gather up tenderly the remains of the 
body to be sent to the city and prepared 
for buflal. 


Shock to Public Officials. 

The news of the tragedy was telephoned 
to the capitol! and to Governor Terrell! 
at the executive mansion within a few 
minutes after it happened. Governor Ter- 
rell and. the capitol officiais who have 
known and loved him for years, were 
shocked beyond expression at the uews.

“KING BIDS PARIS GOODBY 


Edward . Is Greeted by 
Cries of Vive le Roi as 
He Leaves. 


Paris, May 4.—King Edward left the 
Invalides railroad station on his way 
to Cherbourg before noon today, amid 
the booming of 100 cannon and the ac- 
clamations of an enormous crowd of peo- 
ple. The ceremonies at his departure 
were on the same spectacular scale as 
on his arrival. 

President Loubet called at the British 
embassy and drove with the king, with 
guards on both sides, Large crowds 
were massed along the streets. The king 
wore the uniform of a British admiral. 
in the carriage following that of the 
king and the president were Premier 
Combes and Foreign Minister Delcasse, 
the latter wearing for the first time the 
grand cross of the Victorian order, be- 
stowed upon him yesterday by King Ed- 
ward. There was a continuous roar of 
“Vive le Roi!’ along the route through 
the Avenue de .Marginy, over the Pont 
Alexandria to the Promenade des In- 
valides. The station was sumptuously 
decorated with crimson and gold hang- 
ings and the British and French colors. 

The band of the Republican Guards 
played “God Save the King’’ at the mo- 
ment of the British sovereign’s departure. 
The final greetings were .extremely cor- 
dial, the king holding a long and intimate 
farewell conversation with the president. 
Then the king saluted the officers, bowed 
‘and smiled to the cheering crowd, en- 
tered the train and departed for Cher- 
bourg, where a French squadron is wait- 
‘ing. 

President Loubet has received from 
King Edward at Cherbourg the following 
telegram: 

“Before leaving French soil I desire 
once more warmly to thank you for the 
friendly welcome your government and 
the French people have accorded me in 
France and during my stay in Paris, 
the recollection of which never will be 
effaced from my memory.”’ 

Cherbourg, May 4.—The royal train 
arrived this afternoon. A salute of 100 
guns was fired. At all the places through 
which the train passed on its way from 
Paris crowds assembled and cordially 
greeted his majesty with cheers. 

A second salute was fired when his 
majesty entered the arsenal, and when 
he descended from the train military 
honors were paid him and the band 
played “God Save the King.” 6

Rome, May 4.—Owing to. the recent 
heavy rains the military review in Em- 
peror William's honor today didnot take 
place on the regular parade ground, but 
was held at Centrelle on a jarge plain, 
6 miles from the city. The troops num- 
bered about 25,000 men. Emperor Wil. 
liam recalled the fact that on the same 
field he had reviewed 50,000 men with 
the late King Humbert. 

Notwithstanding the distance of Cen- 
trelle from Rome, it was estimated that 
400,000 people gathered to witness the 
magnificent spectacle. The two sover- 
eigns, the two German princes, Crown 
Prince Frederick William and Prince Ei- 
and four Italian princes and their 
Suites.and 300 officers in brilliant uni- 
forms, t r accouterments sparkling in 
the sun, rmed a picturesque and bril- 
liant scene, Queen Helena witnessed 
the review from a state carriage. She 
and the other members of the royal and 
imperial parties were heartily cheered. 
The emperor showed great interest in the 
bearing of the troops and highly com- 
mended the famous Bersaglieri regi- 
ments. 

The emperor and his sons lunched at 
the German embassy accredited to the 
quirinal, immediately following the re- 
view. 

At today’s sitting of the chamber of 
deputies the president, Signor Biancheri, 
Said he considered it his duty to inform 
the chamber that he had had the honor 
to be presented by King Victor Em- 
manuel to Emperor William, to whom he 
had conveyed the respectful homages 
of the chamber.

Served Under Ten Governors. 


Major Warren has seen a continuous 
service of more than thirty-one years as 
secretary of -the executive department. 
Appointed January 12, 1872, by Governor 
James M. Smith, he was retained in 
office by every governor since that time. 
Each succeeding governor recognized his 
capacity and ability, and promptly re- 
appointed him upon going into “offipe. 
Thus Major Warren had served in ‘that 
capacity under Governors Smith, Col- 
quitt, Stephens, Boynton, McDaniel, Gor- 
don, Northen, Atkinson, Candler and 
Terrell. By each of them he was es- 
teemed and loved in the same degree. 

Major Warren was born in Eatonton, 
Putnam county, September 24, 1826, but 
left there at the age of 4 years for Co- 
lumbus with his family. He remained in 
Columbus until the close of the war. Un- 
der Professor C. P. Beman, the famous 
ante-bellum educator, he was prepared 
for college, and entered the state uni- 
versity at Athens in January, 1844, re- 
ceiving his diploma in 184. He studied 
law at Harvard in 1847, and began prac- 
tice in Columbus the year following. 

In 1850 Major Warren married Miss Sa- 
rah Howard, daughter of Major John 
H. Howard. Her death in 1852 disar- 
ranged his plans, and he sought relief 
in more active business. With: his broth- 
er in law, C. B. Howard, he engaged in 
building parts of the Southwestern and 
Opelika rdilroads. He also operated a 
large cotton plantation in Calhoun 
county. 

In 1858 Major Warren, with Peyton H. 
Colquitt, bought the interest of Tennant 
Lomax in The Columbus Times, and de- 
voted several years to journalistic work. 

Major Warren's second wife was Miss 
Laura Wimberly, of Twiggs county, one 
of the loveliest ladies in the state, They 
were married in 1809. 

When, affjer the war, the democrats 
overthrew the radical rule in Georgia and 
elected James M. Smith governor, he gse- 
lected Major Warren as one of his sec- 
reiaries, and in that capacity Major War- 


‘ren has since served continuously up to 
‘the hour of his death, having 


left his 
ofticial duties at the capitol but a few 
minutes before the accident in which he 
lost his _life. 

Major Warren has lived for many years 
at Kirkwood... With him. were his daugh- 
ter, Miss Hattie Warren, and Alfred 
Warren, one of his sons, who is superin- 
tendent of the mail transfer station at 
the union depot, .Major Warren also 
leaves two sons in Florida, near Tampa. 
Kivery wintér he was accustomed to visit 
these sons, spending a month or two 
with them. He had only been back from 
his vacation about a month. While in 
Kiorida he sent several boxes of Florida 
fruit to his friends at the capitol, one 
of his many thoughtful acts which made 
him so greatly beloved. Major Warren 
was never a politician, bu e wielded a 


quiet influence in state airs that was 
more powerful than many suspected. 
The funeral of Major Warren will oc- 
eur tombrrow afternoon, -but the hour 
has not been fixed as yet. The inter- 
ment will be in Oakland cemetery.

Worst of the Wear 


Subway and Quel: Disorders. 
Strike Situation at Lowell, 
Providence and Else- 
where. 


New York, May 4.—Police reserves 
were called out today in many different 
parts of New York to quell disorders 
growing ‘out of various strikes. The 
subway strikers gathered in upper Broad- 
way in such numbers that a policeman 
was stationed at every block between 
Sixty-fourth and Eleventh streets. A 
crowd of mén gathered arounsl two fore- 
men at Forty-second street and Broad- 
way, who were putting men at work 
in the subway, and the foremen were 
nearly rushed off their feet. Men ap- 
plying for places were threatened and 
the reserves of the West Sixty-second 
street station were ordered to scatter 
the crowd. On seeing the police coming, 
the crowd dispersed. 

From Broadway to Fourth avenue in 
Forty-second street there was a long 
line of policemen guarding the subway. 
A rumor reached the ears of the police 
to the effect that negroes were to be 
substituted for the strikers. 

Five hundred striking laborers on the 
Brooklyn subway attacked men who 


were working at Rockaway avenue, near 
Liberty avenue, and dragged them from 
work. Reserves from two precincts were 
necessary to restore order. Ten arrests 
were made. 

Fourteen hundred employees of the 
Chelsea jute mills in Grand Point, Brook- 
lyn, went on strike and handled roughly 
some non-union men who tried to go 
to work. The reserves were sent to 
guard the factory. 

Fifty strikers threatened three men 
who were working on the excavation at 
Broadway Arcade pbuilding at Sixty- 
fifth street and Broadway, forcing them 
to quit work. A roundsman and six pa- 
trolmen dispersed the men. 

The strike of Italian rock drillers and 
diggers took a more serious turn in the 
Bronx today and fifty policemen were 
sent to keep order along the excavation 
for water mains where men are work- 
ing in the strikers’ places. A rumor was 
circulated among the twelve hundred 
men at work that 3,000 strikers wouid 
march out today and try to induce 
them to quit. The police were picketed 
along the excavation and all Italians near 
it and not working were ordered to 
move. 

A big box of explosives, which was in 
a shanty for the exgavating work in the 
Bronx, was ordered’ buried by. the police 
and two guards were SstatiOned near to 
watch it. 

Encouraged by action of the Central 
Federated Urfon in indorsing their de- 
mands, the laborers employed on the sub- 
way remained on strike today an the ‘tie- 
up of work was as complete as on Satur- 
day. 


Situation at Providence. 


Providence, R. I., May 4.—While 1,000 
strikers who left their work in the various 
branches of trade here on May 1 had re- 
turned to work today, the situation is 
still unsettled. 


Business Suffering at Lowell. 


Lowell, Mass., May 4.—The controversy 
between the oper..tives. and the cotton 
mill managers here, involving ~ ,000 hands 
and seven corporation, which are shut 
down pending a settlement, entered upon 
its sixth week today with little prospect 
of an immediate change. An estimate 
places the loss of wages at nearly $600,000. 
The city is losing its population every 
day. Hundreds of houses are empty and 
rooms are advertised to let in all Sec- 
tions. Business in general is suffering. 


Dirty Linen in Chicago. 


Chicago, May 4.—The strike movement 
of the laundry workers was augmented 
today by the closing down of five steam 
laundries in Evanston, the north shore 
suburb. All the laundries in Chicago 
remained closed today and restaurant 
proprietors have begun issuing printed 
apologies for the noticeable absence of 
napkins and for the decidedly soiled ta- 
ble cloths.

fusing the charter on thé ground that the 
purpose of the association was in viola- 
tion of the laws, which intended to pre- 
vent. the practice of medicine by non- 
qualified physicians: The supreme court 
today upheld this view and quashed the 


appeal.

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London, May 4.—The Irish secretary, Mr.

ernment to throw away the golden oppor- | 
tunity which once lost might not return} 


for a lifetime. 

Mr. ©Coghall, conservative, and Sir

A Cocaine: Law Needed. 

At least one good thing can be said 
tor the Pennsylvania legislature—it 
passed a law making it a crime to 
sell cocaine except on a physician’s 
certificate, or to habitual users. 

The new Pennsylvania law provides 
a penalty of $100 or six months im- 
prisonment for each offense, and it 
also provides against the sale of any 
patent or proprietary remedy contain- 
ing cocaine. 

It is hardly necessary to say this 
law will be generally approved, and 
that a similar law should be enacted 
by other states. | 

The cocaine habit has spread more 
rapidly throughout the country than 
any other evil, and it is time steps 
are being taken to restrict the sale 
of this poisonous. and demoralizing 
drug. Here in Georgia and in Atlanta 
numerous instances of a most flagrant 
nature have arisen to suggest that the 
matter be taken in hand. While we 
have in this state a -eneral law regu- 
lating the sale of poisonous drugs, 


‘which would embrace cocaine, it is 
|.said to be easily and notoriously vio- 


lated. 

There is necd for closer regulations, 
and the Georgia legislature could not 
do better than to duplicate the Penn- 
sylvahia cocaine law at its next ses- 
sion. 


Our High Business Pressure. 

Some highly interesting and signifi- 
cant figures in connection with the 
banking business of this country have 
just been given out by the cemptrol- 
ler’ of the ‘currency, as compiled from 
the returns ffom the 4,800 national 
banks of the United States recently 
filed.

The question now is, will Comptroller 
General Wright put them up in making 
his assessments to a figure higher than 
will probably be accepted by the arbi- 
trators, in order to meet the action of 
the corporations. It has been the rule 
of the comptroller general to make his 
assessments such as he considers just 
and equitable, but he has always acced- 
ei gracefully to the findings of the ar- 
bitration boards and has looked to the 
corporations to do likewise. 

Many Arbitrations. 

There is no doubt that practically every 
corporation tax, return made this year 
will be Motiiedted. While he thas not 
said so, it is evident from what has 
peen stated that not one of the corpora- 
tions has made a return that is entire- 
ly satisfactory to the comptroller gen- 
eral. The majority of the franchise tax 
returns have been made in the manner 
already indicated, by deductions from 
last year’s returns of physical property.

Georgian and - His Men 
Rushed Stone Fort Held 
by Filipinos. 


Washington, May 4.~Unofficial reports 
received at the war department give a4d- 
ditional details of the campaign which 
resulted in the death of “‘General’ San 
Miguel and the utter rout of his band 
of outlaws by the Philippine scouts com- 
manded by Lieutenants Nickerson and 
Reese, 

The scouts located San Miguel’s band 
about half way petween Caloocan and 
Mariquina, in a strongly fortified car- 
ral and block house built by the Span- 
iards many years ago, and so well con- 
cealed by jungle that it had escaped dis- 
covery. Lieutenants Nickerson agd Reese 
and their men made a gallant attack ou 
this stronghold under a heavy fire from 
the enemy through the loop holes in the 
wall surrounding the block house. The 
scouts charged over the wall and engaged 
the enemy in a hand to hand combat, 
Griving them inte the fort. In this as- 
sault Lieutentnt Reese was shot through 
the thigh just below the groin. 

San Miguel, surrounded by a devoted 
bodyguard of about thirty men, under- 
took to slip through the line, but being 
discovered put up a plucky running fight. 
Lieutenant Nickerson with fifteen men 
aitacked San Miguel’s party, but  with- 
held their fire until within short range, 
when they put three bullets through San 
Miguel's body. San Miguel died gamely, 
shooting while lying on the ground 
wounded. &ix of ‘his bodyguard were 
killed: The remainder escaped in the, 
dense jungle. 

The fight lasted about an hour anda 
half. The Americans ,Jost three killed 
and ten wounded, including Lieutenant 
Reese, The enemy lost forty dead that 
Were counted and the jungle concealed 
other killed and wounded.

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Been Ineffective Council Adopted 
an Ordinance, but Presi- 
dent Douglas Says It 
Was an Oversight.

Despite the fact That council voted iast 
year in favor of an increase in pay to 
the school teachers of Atlanta they have 
failed to receive that increase. The 
matter was discussed during the session 
of council yesterday afternoon and fe- 
sulted in the adoption of a resolution 
which instructs thep board of education 
to give the teachers the increase. 

The ordinance which increases the pay 
of school teacheys was tacked on as an 
amendment by Alderman Woodward last 
year to the ordinance which increased 
the pay of policemen. 

The ordinance required that all school 
teachers, excepting principals and teach- 
ers in the high schools, who are upon 
Salaries of $650 or less, be paid in full, 
without being subjected to the general 
cut of 7 1-2 per cent, which is made 
monthly by the school board. The in- 
crease was to have become effective on 
April 1, and therefore the teachers 
should have first felt the increase on 
May 1. They did not do so, however, 
and several of them complained to mem- 
bers of council, 

During the sesgion of yesterday after- 
noon Councilman Key presented a reso- 
lution instructing the school board to 
give the increase to the teachers. He 
said that several of the teachers had 
believed that they would not receive the 
increase and that when they were given 


mtheir salary checks they had found that 


their suspicions had been well, grounded. 

Councilman Warren. the chairman of 
the committee on schools, stated that 
President Douglas, of the board of edu- 
cation, had informed him that the fail- 
ure to pay the teachers an increase had 
been entirely an oversight and that it 
would be corrected. After tlls announce- 
ment council did not further discuss the 
question, but adopted the ‘resolution of 
Councilman Key.
